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FEDERATION URGES. SUPF 
OF WAR BOND PURCHI 
PROGRAM FOR LABOR DAY 


That every local union should invest enough money in 
war savings bonds between now and Labor day to buy at 
least a jeep is the strong recommendation of the California 
State Federation of Labor in line with the national campaign 
being waged by the A. F. of L. for a special victory Labor 
day celebration. Under a recent ruling, material such as 
jeeps, tanks, ambulances and bombers may be named by the 
union underwriting their purchase providing the name does 
not consist of more than three words. 

No more appropriate means are available to labor to prove 
to’the armed forces that it is not only doing an admirable job 
in producing war materials but a magnificent job in con- 
tributing to the financing of the war. Little or no credit is 
being given to labor for its splendid patriotic service, and the 
federation is convinced that the proposed campaign will do 
much to overcome this handicap. 

How many people realize that more than $420,000,000 a 
month regularly invested by 27,000,000 patriotic Americans 
to help pay the cost of the war comes from wages and sal- 
aries; that nearly 90 per cent of this money comes from people 
earning less than $5,000, and that the bulk of this comes 
from those working in war plants? 

This is exactly what the president of the United States said 
in a letter to the secretary of the treasury on June 24th. It 
was also the president’s opinion that this was “‘the greatest 
single factor we now have in protecting ourselves against 
inflationary spending.” In the same letter President Roose- 
velt went on to say: “I therefore join you in calling upon the 
American people—and upon labor and management par- 
ticularly —to do still more. Additional people Should be con- 
vinced of the necessity of participating. Everyone now on 
the payroll savings plan should materially increase the 
amount of bonds he is buying. We originally asked for 10 
per cent, but now we need considerably more.” 


Because of this appeal and the need of showing what labor 
is doing on the war bond front as well as on the production 
front, the American Federation of Labor has worked out a 
special plan with the United States treasury department for 
Labor day. “This plan provides that members of each unit 
of our organized labor movement, from the smallest local to 
the largest of our international unions, will be asked to invest 
between now and September 6th, Labor day, a sufficient sum 
of money in war bonds to underwrite the cost of some par- 
ticular form of war material—from a ‘jeep’ costing $1,165, on 
up through the more expensive items, such as bombers, pur- 
suit ships, or any other piece of war or naval equipment 
within the resources of the organization.” 

The California State Federation of Labor is.planning the 
purchase of one of these essential war items as soon as the 
vice presidents have been consulted to obtain their approval. 

A guide book listing the prices of the war material men- 
tioned has recently been furnished a great number of the 
unions, If any union has not received this guide book, a copy 
of it can be had by writing to the labor section, war savings 
staff, 109 - 12th street, N. W., Washington, D. C. 

The federation wishes to join with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor in appealing to all the officers and members of 
the federation, as well as their friends, for full enthusiastic 
support of this patriotic way of celebrating Labor day while 
the united nations are in the midst of their powerful offensive 
aiming at complete victory against the axis powers.

Emergency Is Seen 

“This situation is becoming more 
and more serious every day. Amer- 
ica has failed to hold the line 
against inflation Profiteers and 
speculators are sapping the strength 
of the nation’s army of workers 
Drastic action must be taken at 
once to avert a breakdown of our 
wartime economy.” 

“The domestic emergency of 
the moment is the food situa- 
tion,” Green charged, in pre- 
senting figures to show that 
food prices, in every city, have 
gone up from 50 to 200 per cent. 
He said that the subsidy pro- 
gram “reluctantly authorized 
by congress” is very limited in 
extent and cannot accomplish a 
great deal in reducing the cost 
of living. 

Stabilization Plan Menaced 

“That is why I say that America 
is facing a dangerous emergency 
on the home front,” Green said in 
summary. “The entire stabilization 
program is threatened. Once the

INCREASE DELAY BEFORE 
WAR LABOR BOARD CITE 


State Federation of Labor Says War Labor Board Delay in Making 
Decisions on Wage Increases Will End in Workers Demanding 
A Wage Scale Comparable to the Cost of Living 


That it is a matter of only a short time before the lid on wage 
increases, now clamped down so tight, may be blown wide open 
is being fearfully recognized by members of the war labor board 
and others in touch with developments. The only escape from 
such an eventuality is the rolling back of prices to the levels 
which made the little ste el@—£ MM 
formula tolerable.

It is therefore not hard to 
understand why these workers 
would lose patience with such a 
run-around, And, as was stated, 
this is what is happening in 
hundreds of other cases. In the 
meantime, prices are going up, 
yet the wage earners are being 
told to hold on because they 
will be rolled back.

In spite of 
all promises, however, prices of 
food have mounted and wage in- 
creases, which in many cases the 
employers have concurred in, are 
still turned down, 


There are thousands of cases 
which have been pending be- 
fore the board. In one case in 
particular, which we consider 
to be typical of hundreds of 
others, the following occurred: 
Retail Clerks, Local No. 428, 
after negotiations with the L. 
Hart and Son company of San 
Jose, had to have the inter- 
vention of a -U. S. conciliator. 
The negotiations started in 
July, 1942, and in December, 
1942, the case was referred to 
the national war labor board. 
Hearings were held and briefs 
presented by the employer and 
the union, and on April 2, 1943, 
the boards’ referee sent in his 
report, including findings of 
facts and recommendations, to 
Washington, D. C. 

Neither the union nor the em- 
ployer had any comments to make 
on the referee’s report and the 
board was so notified. Several weeks 
later the company was asked if it 


As a result of the accumulation 
of thousands of such grievances, it 
is a matter now of only a short 
time before the entire effective- 
ness of the war labor board will 
have reached an end, unless prices 
are rolled back as effectively as 
wages have been held down. Even 
more serious consequences threaten. 
In the interest of unity of the home 
front, it is about time that ap- 
peasement of OPA policy cease im- 
mediately and prices be rolled back, 
otherwise the workers of this coun- 
|try will demand a stop of their 
wage cuts by insisting on wage 
scales being adjusted to the rising 
cost of living.

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CAMPAIGN TO RECRUIT 
LABOR FOR SHIPYARDS 


Need So Great That Manpower 
Commission Gives Top 
Priority To Industry 


The need for workers in the na- 
tion’s shipyards is so great that top 
priority has been given by the war 
manpower commission to the re- 
cruiting of labor for the yards, 
Manpower Chief Paul V. McNutt 
revealed. 

A campaign to mobilize workers 
in shipbuilding is under way in 
nearly all communities, except 
those where critical labor shortages 
exist, McNutt said. First prefer- 
ence is being given to the move- 
ment of prospective shipyard work- 
ers, particularly to the Pacific and 
Gulf coasts he explained. 

Applications are “screened” by 
U. 8. employment offices to prevent 
loss to localities of men engaged 
in highly essential work, MeNutt 
added. In June, the drive yielded 
6,000 workers from non-shipbuild- 
ing areas, he said.

Naval Craft and Planes 
Output Records Smashed 


Figures speak the loudest 
concerning the part union labor 
is playing in the navy’s war 
effort. Production records 


were smashed during the first 
half of 1943 when 6,000 naval craft 
and 9,000 navy planes were pro- 
duced, the navy department re- 
vealed. 


Union men and women 
throughout the nation took 
part in this miracle of produc- 
tion, answering the navy’s call 
for more and more ships and 
planes with which to smash the 
axis. 

Ship construction increased 250 
per cent over the same period in 
1943, the navy said, and included all 
types of vessels from the heaviest 
of battleships to the smallest 
lighter. Numerically, the largest 
group of vessels completed were 
landing craft, exclusive of rubber 
boats, which were more than half 
of the total. During the six-months 
period ships totaling 1,000,000 tons 
displacement were built. 

The plane total accepted by 
the navy during the first half 
of the year was as great as all 
aircraft received last year, and 
two and one-half times the 1941 
navy production. 

The navy did not give specific 
figures on warship production but 
it is known that the fleet has been 
greatly expanded this year. The 
navy did say that the number of 
new combatant vessels completed 
during the first half of 1943 was 
almost three and a half times the 
total for the same period last year 
and that it set a new all-time record 
for navy construction.

New York Times dared to re- 
publish were the typical drool- 
ings of the Russian secret ser- 
vice long trained in the filthy 
practice of character assassina- 
tion. It is only too evident that 
the true authors of the articles 
emanating out of Moscow were 
paid pen-men in the Russian 
GayPayOO, since it bears all 
the marks and resembles in 
every detail the usual poison- 
ous. bill of fare calculated for 
the consumption of unsuspect- 
ing workers. 
The charges that Brother Woll is 
“misleading” workers into “unpatri- 
'otic, anti-war strikes,” and that no 
one should be surprised “if the real 
|initiators of this suspicious strike 
}campagn were found in Berlin,” as 
| well as the usual smear of isolation- 
ism and the sticking on of all 
labels which have been discredited 
in the eyes of the workers is only 
part and parcel of the same bill 
of fare. It is not taken seriously 
by the men who write these state- 
ments. It is not thought of in the 
light of facts or what has occurred. 
It is made with this one thought 
in mind: What do the American 
workers hate the most? That is 
what we must tell them that 
Brother Woll and anyone else who 
is opposed to communism is guilty 
of. This is the policy under which 
the Russian secret service operates. 
If facts were needed to coun- 

found and expose these char- 
acter defamers, then Brother 
Woll has them in his state 
ment which bristles throughout 
with irrefutable arguments. 
After quoting from the Daily 
Worker, official American com- 
munist organ, showing how the 
American communist party had 
switched its position toward the 
war after Hitler attacked soviet 
Russia in June 1941, when a 
week earlier in the same paper 
this monstrous enemy of the 
people had attacked other labor 
leaders for supporting the war 
against Hitler, Brother Woll 
goes on to say: 

“But why do the Russian com- 
munist party and jits agents here 
continue to wage their campaign 
against us? They do it because the 
zigzags of the communist line, such

sidelines. It is a challenge, and 
the only answer to it Is for the 
membership to show that they 
will not tolerate such actions 
from those who are accorded 
all the benefits of membership 
in the A. F. of L. unions and 
who exploit those benefits to 
destroy them.
